4. (Previously presented) The process as claimed in claim 3 wherein the alkali carbonate 
is selected from K^CO^ and Na 2 C0 3 . 

5. (Previously presented) The process as claimed in claim 3 wherein the reaction 
between compound of formula 1 and compound of formula 2 is carried out in an aprotic solvent 
selected from the group consisting of CH 3 CN, CHC1 3 , Cr^Cl, THF and 1 ,2-Dichloroetham . 

6. (Previously presented) The process as claimed Li claim 3 wherein the reactior 
between compound of formula 1 and compound of formula 2 is carried out at a temperature-in the 
range of 15-50°C for a period ranging between 5-18 hrs.

3-(4- trifluoromethylphenoxy) propyl]-N'-2-phenethyl-urea, showed a decrease of 41.42% n food 
intake as compared to food intake in the control group. 

14. (Cuirently amended) The method as claimed in claim 16 44 wherein (N-[2-r ydroxy- 
3-(4- methoxyphenoxy) propyl] -N'-2-phenethyl-urea (compound 3j), showed decrease of 3 .82% in 
food intake as compared to food intake in the control group. 

15. (Currently amended) The method as claimed ir claim 16 44 wherein (N - [2- 
hydr OX y-3-(4- trifluoromethylphenoxy)propyl]-N'-2-phenethyl-thiourea (compound 3n), shewed 
decrease of 28.4% in food intake as compared to food intake in the control group. 

16. (New) A method for the treatment of obesity comprising administering to a object 
suffering from obesity, a phannaceutically effective amount of a compound of claim 2. 
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
